VATION RESEARCH PROGRAM2

SECTION 101. SHORT TITLE.3

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This title may be cited as the4

‘‘Small Business Innovation Research Program Reauthor-5

ization Act of 2000’’.6

SEC. 102. FINDINGS.7

Congress finds that—8
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(1) the small business innovation research pro-1

gram established under the Small Business Innova-2

tion Development Act of 1982, and reauthorized by3

the Small Business Research and Development En-4

hancement Act of 1992 (in this title referred to as5

the ‘‘SBIR program’’) is highly successful in involv-6

ing small businesses in federally funded research7

and development;8

(2) the SBIR program made the cost-effective9

and unique research and development capabilities10

possessed by the small businesses of the Nation11

available to Federal agencies and departments;12

(3) the innovative goods and services developed13

by small businesses that participated in the SBIR14

program have produced innovations of critical impor-15

tance in a wide variety of high-technology fields, in-16

cluding biology, medicine, education, and defense;17

(4) the SBIR program is a catalyst in the pro-18

motion of research and development, the commer-19

cialization of innovative technology, the development20

of new products and services, and the continued ex-21

cellence of this Nation’s high-technology industries;22

and23

(5) the continuation of the SBIR program will24

provide expanded opportunities for one of the Na-25
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tion’s vital resources, its small businesses, will foster1

invention, research, and technology, will create jobs,2

and will increase this Nation’s competitiveness in3

international markets.4

SEC. 103. EXTENSION OF SBIR PROGRAM.5

Section 9(m) of the Small Business Act (15 U.S.C.6

638(m)) is amended to read as follows:7

‘‘(m) TERMINATION.—The authorization to carry out8

the Small Business Innovation Research Program estab-9

lished under this section shall terminate on September 30,10

2008.’’.11

SEC. 104. ANNUAL REPORT.12

Section 9(b)(7) of the Small Business Act (15 U.S.C.13

638(b)(7)) is amended by striking ‘‘and the Committee on14

Small Business of the House of Representatives’’ and in-15

serting ‘‘, and to the Committee on Science and the Com-16

mittee on Small Business of the House of Representa-17

tives,’’.18

SEC. 105. THIRD PHASE ASSISTANCE.19

Section 9(e)(4)(C)(i) of the Small Business Act (1520

U.S.C. 638(e)(4)(C)(i)) is amended by striking ‘‘; and’’21

and inserting ‘‘; or’’.22
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SEC. 106. REPORT ON PROGRAMS FOR ANNUAL PERFORM-1

ANCE PLAN.2

Section 9(g) of the Small Business Act (15 U.S.C.3

638(g)) is amended—4

(1) in paragraph (7), by striking ‘‘and’’ at the5

end;6

(2) in paragraph (8), by striking the period at7

the end and inserting a semicolon; and8

(3) by adding at the end the following:9

‘‘(9) include, as part of its annual performance10

plan as required by subsections (a) and (b) of sec-11

tion 1115 of title 31, United States Code, a section12

on its SBIR program, and shall submit such section13

to the Committee on Small Business of the Senate,14

and the Committee on Science and the Committee15

on Small Business of the House of Representatives;16

and’’.17

SEC. 107. OUTPUT AND OUTCOME DATA.18

(a) COLLECTION.—Section 9(g) of the Small Busi-19

ness Act (15 U.S.C. 638(g)), as amended by section 10620

of this Act, is further amended by adding at the end the21

following:22

‘‘(10) collect, and maintain in a common format23

in accordance with subsection (v), such information24

from awardees as is necessary to assess the SBIR25
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program, including information necessary to main-1

tain the database described in subsection (k).’’.2

(b) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Section 9(b)(7) of the3

Small Business Act (15 U.S.C. 638(b)(7)), as amended4

by section 104 of this Act, is further amended by inserting5

before the period at the end ‘‘, including the data on out-6

put and outcomes collected pursuant to subsections7

(g)(10) and (o)(9), and a description of the extent to8

which Federal agencies are providing in a timely manner9

information needed to maintain the database described in10

subsection (k)’’.11

(c) DATABASE.—Section 9(k) of the Small Business12

Act (15 U.S.C. 638(k)) is amended to read as follows:13

‘‘(k) DATABASE.—14

‘‘(1) PUBLIC DATABASE.—Not later than 18015

days after the date of enactment of the Small Busi-16

ness Innovation Research Program Reauthorization17

Act of 2000, the Administrator shall develop, main-18

tain, and make available to the public a searchable,19

up-to-date, electronic database that includes—20

‘‘(A) the name, size, location, and an iden-21

tifying number assigned by the Administrator,22

of each small business concern that has received23

a first phase or second phase SBIR award from24

a Federal agency;25
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‘‘(B) a description of each first phase or1

second phase SBIR award received by that2

small business concern, including—3

‘‘(i) an abstract of the project funded4

by the award, excluding any proprietary in-5

formation so identified by the small busi-6

ness concern;7

‘‘(ii) the Federal agency making the8

award; and9

‘‘(iii) the date and amount of the10

award;11

‘‘(C) an identification of any business con-12

cern or subsidiary established for the commer-13

cial application of a product or service for14

which an SBIR award is made; and15

‘‘(D) information regarding mentors and16

Mentoring Networks, as required by section17

35(d).18

‘‘(2) GOVERNMENT DATABASE.—Not later than19

180 days after the date of enactment of the Small20

Business Innovation Research Program Reauthoriza-21

tion Act of 2000, the Administrator, in consultation22

with Federal agencies required to have an SBIR23

program pursuant to subsection (f)(1), shall develop24
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and maintain a database to be used solely for SBIR1

program evaluation that—2

‘‘(A) contains for each second phase award3

made by a Federal agency—4

‘‘(i) information collected in accord-5

ance with paragraph (3) on revenue from6

the sale of new products or services result-7

ing from the research conducted under the8

award;9

‘‘(ii) information collected in accord-10

ance with paragraph (3) on additional in-11

vestment from any source, other than first12

phase or second phase SBIR or STTR13

awards, to further the research and devel-14

opment conducted under the award; and15

‘‘(iii) any other information received16

in connection with the award that the Ad-17

ministrator, in conjunction with the SBIR18

program managers of Federal agencies,19

considers relevant and appropriate;20

‘‘(B) includes any narrative information21

that a small business concern receiving a second22

phase award voluntarily submits to further de-23

scribe the outputs and outcomes of its awards;24
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‘‘(C) includes for each applicant for a first1

phase or second phase award that does not re-2

ceive such an award—3

‘‘(i) the name, size, and location, and4

an identifying number assigned by the Ad-5

ministration;6

‘‘(ii) an abstract of the project; and7

‘‘(iii) the Federal agency to which the8

application was made;9

‘‘(D) includes any other data collected by10

or available to any Federal agency that such11

agency considers may be useful for SBIR pro-12

gram evaluation; and13

‘‘(E) is available for use solely for program14

evaluation purposes by the Federal Government15

or, in accordance with policy directives issued16

by the Administration, by other authorized per-17

sons who are subject to a use and nondisclosure18

agreement with the Federal Government cov-19

ering the use of the database.20

‘‘(3) UPDATING INFORMATION FOR DATA-21

BASE.—22

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—A small business con-23

cern applying for a second phase award under24

this section shall be required to update informa-25
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tion in the database established under this sub-1

section for any prior second phase award re-2

ceived by that small business concern. In com-3

plying with this paragraph, a small business4

concern may apportion sales or additional in-5

vestment information relating to more than one6

second phase award among those awards, if it7

notes the apportionment for each award.8

‘‘(B) ANNUAL UPDATES UPON TERMI-9

NATION.—A small business concern receiving a10

second phase award under this section shall—11

‘‘(i) update information in the data-12

base concerning that award at the termi-13

nation of the award period; and14

‘‘(ii) be requested to voluntarily up-15

date such information annually thereafter16

for a period of 5 years.17

‘‘(4) PROTECTION OF INFORMATION.—Informa-18

tion provided under paragraph (2) shall be consid-19

ered privileged and confidential and not subject to20

disclosure pursuant to section 552 of title 5, United21

States Code.22

‘‘(5) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Inclusion of23

information in the database under this subsection24

shall not be considered to be publication for pur-25
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poses of subsection (a) or (b) of section 102 of title1

35, United States Code.’’.2

SEC. 108. NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL REPORTS.3

(a) STUDY AND RECOMMENDATIONS.—The head of4

each agency with a budget of more than $50,000,000 for5

its SBIR program for fiscal year 1999, in consultation6

with the Small Business Administration, shall, not later7

than 6 months after the date of enactment of this Act,8

cooperatively enter into an agreement with the National9

Academy of Sciences for the National Research Council10

to—11

(1) conduct a comprehensive study of how the12

SBIR program has stimulated technological innova-13

tion and used small businesses to meet Federal re-14

search and development needs, including—15

(A) a review of the value to the Federal re-16

search agencies of the research projects being17

conducted under the SBIR program, and of the18

quality of research being conducted by small19

businesses participating under the program, in-20

cluding a comparison of the value of projects21

conducted under the SBIR program to those22

funded by other Federal research and develop-23

ment expenditures;24
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(B) to the extent practicable, an evaluation1

of the economic benefits achieved by the SBIR2

program, including the economic rate of return,3

and a comparison of the economic benefits, in-4

cluding the economic rate of return, achieved by5

the SBIR program with the economic benefits,6

including the economic rate of return, of other7

Federal research and development expenditures;8

(C) an evaluation of the noneconomic bene-9

fits achieved by the SBIR program over the life10

of the program;11

(D) a comparison of the allocation for fis-12

cal year 2000 of Federal research and develop-13

ment funds to small businesses with such allo-14

cation for fiscal year 1983, and an analysis of15

the factors that have contributed to such alloca-16

tion; and17

(E) an analysis of whether Federal agen-18

cies, in fulfilling their procurement needs, are19

making sufficient effort to use small businesses20

that have completed a second phase award21

under the SBIR program; and22

(2) make recommendations with respect to—23

(A) measures of outcomes for strategic24

plans submitted under section 306 of title 5,25
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United States Code, and performance plans1

submitted under section 1115 of title 31,2

United States Code, of each Federal agency3

participating in the SBIR program;4

(B) whether companies who can dem-5

onstrate project feasibility, but who have not re-6

ceived a first phase award, should be eligible for7

second phase awards, and the potential impact8

of such awards on the competitive selection9

process of the program;10

(C) whether the Federal Government11

should be permitted to recoup some or all of its12

expenses if a controlling interest in a company13

receiving an SBIR award is sold to a foreign14

company or to a company that is not a small15

business concern;16

(D) how to increase the use by the Federal17

Government in its programs and procurements18

of technology-oriented small businesses; and19

(E) improvements to the SBIR program, if20

any are considered appropriate.21

(b) PARTICIPATION BY SMALL BUSINESS.—22

(1) IN GENERAL.—In a manner consistent with23

law and with National Research Council study24

guidelines and procedures, knowledgeable individuals25
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from the small business community with experience1

in the SBIR program shall be included—2

(A) in any panel established by the Na-3

tional Research Council for the purpose of per-4

forming the study conducted under this section;5

and6

(B) among those who are asked by the Na-7

tional Research Council to peer review the8

study.9

(2) CONSULTATION.—To ensure that the con-10

cerns of small business are appropriately considered11

under this subsection, the National Research Council12

shall consult with and consider the views of the Of-13

fice of Technology and the Office of Advocacy of the14

Small Business Administration and other interested15

parties, including entities, organizations, and indi-16

viduals actively engaged in enhancing or developing17

the technological capabilities of small business con-18

cerns.19

(c) PROGRESS REPORTS.—The National Research20

Council shall provide semiannual progress reports on the21

study conducted under this section to the Committee on22

Science and the Committee on Small Business of the23

House of Representatives, and to the Committee on Small24

Business of the Senate.25

(d) REPORT.—The National Research Council shall1

transmit to the heads of agencies entering into an agree-2

ment under this section and to the Committee on Science3

and the Committee on Small Business of the House of4

Representatives, and to the Committee on Small Business5

of the Senate—6

(1) not later than 3 years after the date of en-7

actment of this Act, a report including the results of8

the study conducted under subsection (a)(1) and rec-9

ommendations made under subsection (a)(2); and10

(2) not later than 6 years after that date of en-11

actment, an update of such report.12

SEC. 109. FEDERAL AGENCY EXPENDITURES FOR THE SBIR13

PROGRAM.14

Section 9(i) of the Small Business Act (15 U.S.C.15

638(i)) is amended—16

(1) by striking ‘‘(i) Each Federal’’ and insert-17

ing the following:18

‘‘(i) ANNUAL REPORTING.—19

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Each Federal’’; and20

(2) by adding at the end the following:21

‘‘(2) CALCULATION OF EXTRAMURAL BUDG-22

ET.—23

‘‘(A) METHODOLOGY.—Not later than 424

months after the date of enactment of each ap-25
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propriations Act for a Federal agency required1

by this section to have an SBIR program, the2

Federal agency shall submit to the Adminis-3

trator a report, which shall include a descrip-4

tion of the methodology used for calculating the5

amount of the extramural budget of that Fed-6

eral agency.7

‘‘(B) ADMINISTRATOR’S ANALYSIS.—The8

Administrator shall include an analysis of the9

methodology received from each Federal agency10

referred to in subparagraph (A) in the report11

required by subsection (b)(7).’’.12

SEC. 110. POLICY DIRECTIVE MODIFICATIONS.13

Section 9(j) of the Small Business Act (15 U.S.C.14

638(j)) is amended by adding at the end the following:15

‘‘(3) ADDITIONAL MODIFICATIONS.—Not later16

than 120 days after the date of enactment of the17

Small Business Innovation Research Program Reau-18

thorization Act of 2000, the Administrator shall19

modify the policy directives issued pursuant to this20

subsection—21

‘‘(A) to clarify that the rights provided for22

under paragraph (2)(A) apply to all Federal23

funding awards under this section, including24

the first phase (as described in subsection25
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(e)(4)(A)), the second phase (as described in1

subsection (e)(4)(B)), and the third phase (as2

described in subsection (e)(4)(C));3

‘‘(B) to provide for the requirement of a4

succinct commercialization plan with each appli-5

cation for a second phase award that is moving6

toward commercialization;7

‘‘(C) to require agencies to report to the8

Administration, not less frequently than annu-9

ally, all instances in which an agency pursued10

research, development, or production of a tech-11

nology developed by a small business concern12

using an award made under the SBIR program13

of that agency, and determined that it was not14

practicable to enter into a follow-on non-SBIR15

program funding agreement with the small16

business concern, which report shall include, at17

a minimum—18

‘‘(i) the reasons why the follow-on19

funding agreement with the small business20

concern was not practicable;21

‘‘(ii) the identity of the entity with22

which the agency contracted to perform23

the research, development, or production;24

and25
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‘‘(iii) a description of the type of1

funding agreement under which the re-2

search, development, or production was ob-3

tained; and4

‘‘(D) to implement subsection (v), includ-5

ing establishing standardized procedures for the6

provision of information pursuant to subsection7

(k)(3).’’.8

SEC. 111. FEDERAL AND STATE TECHNOLOGY PARTNER-9

SHIP PROGRAM.10

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that—11

(1) programs to foster economic development12

among small high-technology firms vary widely13

among the States;14

(2) States that do not aggressively support the15

development of small high-technology firms, includ-16

ing participation by small business concerns in the17

SBIR program, are at a competitive disadvantage in18

establishing a business climate that is conducive to19

technology development; and20

(3) building stronger national, State, and local21

support for science and technology research in these22

disadvantaged States will expand economic opportu-23

nities in the United States, create jobs, and increase24
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the competitiveness of the United States in the1

world market.2

(b) FEDERAL AND STATE TECHNOLOGY PARTNER-3

SHIP PROGRAM.—The Small Business Act (15 U.S.C. 6314

et seq.) is amended—5

(1) by redesignating section 34 as section 36;6

and7

(2) by inserting after section 33 the following:8

‘‘SEC. 34. FEDERAL AND STATE TECHNOLOGY PARTNER-9

SHIP PROGRAM.10

‘‘(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section and section 35,11

the following definitions apply:12

‘‘(1) APPLICANT.—The term ‘applicant’ means13

an entity, organization, or individual that submits a14

proposal for an award or a cooperative agreement15

under this section.16

‘‘(2) BUSINESS ADVICE AND COUNSELING.—17

The term ‘business advice and counseling’ means18

providing advice and assistance on matters described19

in section 35(c)(2)(B) to small business concerns to20

guide them through the SBIR and STTR program21

process, from application to award and successful22

completion of each phase of the program.23
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‘‘(3) FAST PROGRAM.—The term ‘FAST pro-1

gram’ means the Federal and State Technology2

Partnership Program established under this section.3

‘‘(4) MENTOR.—The term ‘mentor’ means an4

individual described in section 35(c)(2).5

‘‘(5) MENTORING NETWORK.—The term ‘Men-6

toring Network’ means an association, organization,7

coalition, or other entity (including an individual)8

that meets the requirements of section 35(c).9

‘‘(6) RECIPIENT.—The term ‘recipient’ means a10

person that receives an award or becomes party to11

a cooperative agreement under this section.12

‘‘(7) SBIR PROGRAM.—The term ‘SBIR pro-13

gram’ has the same meaning as in section 9(e)(4).14

‘‘(8) STATE.—The term ‘State’ means each of15

the several States, the District of Columbia, the16

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands,17

Guam, and American Samoa.18

‘‘(9) STTR PROGRAM.—The term ‘STTR pro-19

gram’ has the same meaning as in section 9(e)(6).20

‘‘(b) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM.—The Adminis-21

trator shall establish a program to be known as the Fed-22

eral and State Technology Partnership Program, the pur-23

pose of which shall be to strengthen the technological com-24

petitiveness of small business concerns in the States.25
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‘‘(c) GRANTS AND COOPERATIVE AGREEMENTS.—1

‘‘(1) JOINT REVIEW.—In carrying out the2

FAST program under this section, the Adminis-3

trator and the SBIR program managers at the Na-4

tional Science Foundation and the Department of5

Defense shall jointly review proposals submitted by6

applicants and may make awards or enter into coop-7

erative agreements under this section based on the8

factors for consideration set forth in paragraph (2),9

in order to enhance or develop in a State—10

‘‘(A) technology research and development11

by small business concerns;12

‘‘(B) technology transfer from university13

research to technology-based small business14

concerns;15

‘‘(C) technology deployment and diffusion16

benefiting small business concerns;17

‘‘(D) the technological capabilities of small18

business concerns through the establishment or19

operation of consortia comprised of entities, or-20

ganizations, or individuals, including—21

‘‘(i) State and local development agen-22

cies and entities;23

‘‘(ii) representatives of technology-24

based small business concerns;25
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‘‘(iii) industries and emerging compa-1

nies;2

‘‘(iv) universities; and3

‘‘(v) small business development cen-4

ters; and5

‘‘(E) outreach, financial support, and tech-6

nical assistance to technology-based small busi-7

ness concerns participating in or interested in8

participating in an SBIR program, including9

initiatives—10

‘‘(i) to make grants or loans to com-11

panies to pay a portion or all of the cost12

of developing SBIR proposals;13

‘‘(ii) to establish or operate a Men-14

toring Network within the FAST program15

to provide business advice and counseling16

that will assist small business concerns17

that have been identified by FAST pro-18

gram participants, program managers of19

participating SBIR agencies, the Adminis-20

tration, or other entities that are knowl-21

edgeable about the SBIR and STTR pro-22

grams as good candidates for the SBIR23

and STTR programs, and that would ben-24
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efit from mentoring, in accordance with1

section 35;2

‘‘(iii) to create or participate in a3

training program for individuals providing4

SBIR outreach and assistance at the State5

and local levels; and6

‘‘(iv) to encourage the commercializa-7

tion of technology developed through SBIR8

program funding.9

‘‘(2) SELECTION CONSIDERATIONS.—In making10

awards or entering into cooperative agreements11

under this section, the Administrator and the SBIR12

program managers referred to in paragraph (1)—13

‘‘(A) may only consider proposals by appli-14

cants that intend to use a portion of the Fed-15

eral assistance provided under this section to16

provide outreach, financial support, or technical17

assistance to technology-based small business18

concerns participating in or interested in par-19

ticipating in the SBIR program; and20

‘‘(B) shall consider, at a minimum—21

‘‘(i) whether the applicant has dem-22

onstrated that the assistance to be pro-23

vided would address unmet needs of small24

business concerns in the community, and25

whether it is important to use Federal1

funding for the proposed activities;2

‘‘(ii) whether the applicant has dem-3

onstrated that a need exists to increase the4

number or success of small high-technology5

businesses in the State, as measured by6

the number of first phase and second7

phase SBIR awards that have historically8

been received by small business concerns in9

the State;10

‘‘(iii) whether the projected costs of11

the proposed activities are reasonable;12

‘‘(iv) whether the proposal integrates13

and coordinates the proposed activities14

with other State and local programs assist-15

ing small high-technology firms in the16

State; and17

‘‘(v) the manner in which the appli-18

cant will measure the results of the activi-19

ties to be conducted.20

‘‘(3) PROPOSAL LIMIT.—Not more than 1 pro-21

posal may be submitted for inclusion in the FAST22

program under this section to provide services in any23

one State in any 1 fiscal year.24
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‘‘(4) PROCESS.—Proposals and applications for1

assistance under this section shall be in such form2

and subject to such procedures as the Administrator3

shall establish.4

‘‘(d) COOPERATION AND COORDINATION.—In car-5

rying out the FAST program under this section, the Ad-6

ministrator shall cooperate and coordinate with—7

‘‘(1) Federal agencies required by section 9 to8

have an SBIR program; and9

‘‘(2) entities, organizations, and individuals ac-10

tively engaged in enhancing or developing the tech-11

nological capabilities of small business concerns,12

including—13

‘‘(A) State and local development agencies14

and entities;15

‘‘(B) State committees established under16

the Experimental Program to Stimulate Com-17

petitive Research of the National Science Foun-18

dation (as established under section 113 of the19

National Science Foundation Authorization Act20

of 1988 (42 U.S.C. 1862g));21

‘‘(C) State science and technology councils;22

and23

‘‘(D) representatives of technology-based24

small business concerns.25
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‘‘(e) ADMINISTRATIVE REQUIREMENTS.—1

‘‘(1) COMPETITIVE BASIS.—Awards and cooper-2

ative agreements under this section shall be made or3

entered into, as applicable, on a competitive basis.4

‘‘(8) such other information as the Adminis-14

trator may require.15

‘‘(c) CONDITIONAL APPROVAL.—16

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—From among companies17

submitting applications under subsection (b), the18

Administrator shall, in accordance with this sub-19

section, conditionally approve companies to partici-20

pate in the New Markets Venture Capital Program.21

‘‘(2) SELECTION CRITERIA.—In selecting com-22

panies under paragraph (1), the Administrator shall23

consider the following:24
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‘‘(A) The likelihood that the company will1

meet the goals of its business plan.2

‘‘(B) The experience and background of3

the company’s management team.4

‘‘(C) The need for developmental venture5

capital investments in the geographic areas in6

which the company intends to invest.7

opportunities in the geographic areas in which16

the company intends to invest.17

‘‘(G) The strength of the company’s pro-18

posal to provide operational assistance under19

this part as the proposal relates to the ability20

of the applicant to meet applicable cash require-21

ments and properly utilize in-kind contribu-22

tions, including the use of resources for the23

services of licensed professionals, when nec-24

essary, whether provided by persons on the25
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company’s staff or by persons outside of the1

company.2

‘‘(H) Any other factors deemed appro-3

priate by the Administrator.4

‘‘(3) NATIONWIDE DISTRIBUTION.—The Admin-5

istrator shall select companies under paragraph (1)6

in such a way that promotes investment nationwide.7

and8

‘‘(III) in an amount not less than9

30 percent of the total amount of cap-10

ital and commitments raised under11

paragraph (1);12

‘‘(ii) shall have purchased an13

annuity—14

‘‘(I) from an insurance company15

acceptable to the Administrator;16

‘‘(II) using funds (other than the17

funds raised under paragraph (1))18

from any source other than the Ad-19

ministrator; and20

‘‘(III) that yields cash payments21

over a multiyear period acceptable to22

the Administrator (not to exceed 1023

years) in an amount not less than 3024

percent of the total amount of capital25
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and commitments raised under para-1

graph (1); or2

‘‘(iii) shall have binding commitments3

(for contributions in cash or in kind) of the4

type described in clause (i) and shall have5

purchased an annuity of the type described6

in clause (ii), which in the aggregate make7

available, over a multiyear period accept-8

able to the Administrator (not to exceed 109

years), an amount not less than 30 percent10

of the total amount of capital and commit-11

ments raised under paragraph (1).12

‘‘(B) EXCEPTION.—The Administrator13

may, in the discretion of the Administrator and14

based upon a showing of special circumstances15

and good cause, consider an applicant to have16

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‘‘SEC. 355. DEBENTURES.1

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Administrator may guar-2

antee the timely payment of principal and interest, as3

scheduled, on debentures issued by any New Markets Ven-4

ture Capital company.5

‘‘(b) TERMS AND CONDITIONS.—The Administrator6

may make guarantees under this section on such terms7

and conditions as it deems appropriate, except that the8

term of any debenture guaranteed under this section shall9

not exceed 15 years.10

‘‘(c) FULL FAITH AND CREDIT OF THE UNITED11

STATES.—The full faith and credit of the United States12

is pledged to pay all amounts that may be required to be13

paid under any guarantee under this part.14

‘‘(d) MAXIMUM GUARANTEE.—15

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Under this section, the Ad-16

ministrator may guarantee the debentures issued by17

a New Markets Venture Capital company only to the18

extent that the total face amount of outstanding19

guaranteed debentures of such company does not ex-20

ceed 150 percent of the private capital of the com-21

pany, as determined by the Administrator.22

‘‘(2) TERMS.—Grants made under this sub-6

section shall be made over a multiyear period not to7

exceed 10 years, under such other terms as the Ad-8

ministrator may require.9

INVESTMENT COMPANIES.—11

‘‘(A) AUTHORITY.—In accordance with12

this section, the Administrator may make13

grants to specialized small business investment14

companies to provide operational assistance to15

smaller enterprises financed, or expected to be16

financed, by such companies after the effective17

date of the New Markets Venture Capital Pro-18

gram Act of 2000.19

‘‘(B) USE OF FUNDS.—The proceeds of a20

grant made under this paragraph may be used21

by the company receiving such grant only to22

provide operational assistance in connection23

with an equity investment (made with capital24

a business located in a low-income geographic2

area.3

‘‘(C) SUBMISSION OF PLANS.—A special-4

ized small business investment company shall5

be eligible for a grant under this section only if6

the company submits to the Administrator, in7

such form and manner as the Administrator8

may require, a plan for use of the grant.9

‘‘(4) GRANT AMOUNT.—10

‘‘(A) NEW MARKETS VENTURE CAPITAL11

COMPANIES.—The amount of a grant made12

under this subsection to a New Markets Ven-13

ture Capital company shall be equal to the re-14

sources (in cash or in kind) raised by the com-15

pany under with section 354(d)(2).16

‘‘(B) OTHER ENTITIES.—The amount of a17

grant made under this subsection to any entity18

other than a New Markets Venture capital com-19

pany shall be equal to the resources (in cash or20

in kind) raised by the entity in accordance with21

the requirements applicable to New Markets22

Venture Capital companies set forth in section23

354(d)(2).24
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‘‘(5) PRO RATA REDUCTIONS.—If the amount1

made available to carry out this section is insuffi-2

cient for the Administrator to provide grants in the3

amounts provided for in paragraph (4), the Adminis-4

trator shall make pro rata reductions in the amounts5

otherwise payable to each company and entity under6

such paragraph.7

‘‘(b) SUPPLEMENTAL GRANTS.—8

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Administrator may9

make supplemental grants to New Markets Venture10

Capital companies and to other entities, as author-11

ized by this part, under such terms as the Adminis-12

trator may require, to provide additional operational13

assistance to smaller enterprises financed, or ex-14

pected to be financed, by the companies.15

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‘‘SEC. 365. UNLAWFUL ACTS AND OMISSIONS; BREACH OF1

FIDUCIARY DUTY.2

‘‘(a) PARTIES DEEMED TO COMMIT A VIOLATION.—3

Whenever any New Markets Venture Capital company vio-4

lates any provision of this Act, of a regulation issued5

under this Act, or of a participation agreement entered6

into under this Act, by reason of its failure to comply with7

its terms or by reason of its engaging in any act or prac-8

tice that constitutes or will constitute a violation thereof,9

such violation shall also be deemed to be a violation and10

an unlawful act committed by any person who, directly11

or indirectly, authorizes, orders, participates in, causes,12

brings about, counsels, aids, or abets in the commission13

of any acts, practices, or transactions that constitute or14

will constitute, in whole or in part, such violation.15

such a company, if the person—5

damages, or is permanently or temporarily en-21

joined by an order, judgment, or decree of a22

court of competent jurisdiction, by reason of23

any act or practice involving fraud or breach of24

trust.25
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‘‘SEC. 366. REMOVAL OR SUSPENSION OF DIRECTORS OR1

OFFICERS.2

‘‘Using the procedures for removing or suspending a3

director or an officer of a licensee set forth in section 3134

(to the extent such procedures are not inconsistent with5

the requirements of this part), the Administrator may re-6

move or suspend any director or officer of any New Mar-7

kets Venture Capital company.8

‘‘SEC. 367. REGULATIONS.9

‘‘The Administrator may issue such regulations as it10

deems necessary to carry out the provisions of this part11

in accordance with its purposes.12

‘‘SEC. 368. AUTHORIZATIONS OF APPROPRIATIONS.13

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—There are authorized to be ap-14

propriated for fiscal years 2001 through 2006, to remain15

available until expended, the following sums:16

‘‘(1) Such subsidy budget authority as may be17

necessary to guarantee $150,000,000 of debentures18

under this part.19
